Thus the republic created at the Versailles 
peace conference ended its existence. It collapsed after nearly 
six months of disintegration which followed the Sept. 29 accord 
of Munich, where the nation was partitioned to keep Europe 
from a general war. The government’s announcement was the 
first official notice the Czech people had of the new situation,

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PEACE THOUGHT | 
FIRST AS POPE 
GOES TO WORK 


One Of First Acts Follow- 
ing Coronation Is

Canadians are unemployed, and how | 
many have lost their homes because 
they could not meet taxes and mortgage 
payments. No aggressor, he thinks, 
would want to take over a country in such 
a “mess”. 

But the scheme wouldn't work. Be- | 


cause wherever the invaders came from 
they would know their own country had 
a national debt, had an unemployment 
problem only obscured by putting the idle 
in uniform, and a record of homes lost to 
tax collectors and mortgage-holders. 
Whether they came from Germany, Italy 
or Japan they would know that in all 
these respects things at home were worse 
than they are in Canada. We couldn't 
frighten them away by placarding the 
figures. That would only whet their de- 
sire to capture a country where these 
troubles are so much less serious. If 
they believed the figures they would think 
Wwe were advertising for immigrants and 
inviting them to come in. 


Explosion or Plot 


Maybe the insurrectionary movement 
to set up a Slovak state independent in 
everything but name inside Czechoslo- 
vakia is self generated, without any insti- 
gation from Berlin. The Czechs and Slo- 
vaks never have got along well together 
and probably never will. Their association 
was one of the wierd and wonderful re- 
sults of the supposed application of self- 
determination to the settlement of Eur- 
ope’s racial frictions at the close of the 
world war. 

Whether the little republic is threat- 
ened by spontaneous combustion or Nazi 
interference, the cleavage that has de- 
veloped is obviously in line with Hitler's 
policy of expansion in the Danube basin 
and may provide him with a pretext for 
a new move in that direction. } 

If the schism springs simply from the 
age-old dislike of the Slovaks and the 
Czechs, it also throws light on a consid- 
eration which Messrs. Chamberlain and 
Daladier had to take into account in the 
Munich days. In that event the Czechs 
would have had to fight the Nazis at their 
border and at the same time fight a rear- 
guard action against the Slovaks, had the 
invasion occurred. Czech resistance would 
have been divided and broken, and 
France, Russia and Britain would have 
had to do all the fighting to preserve the 
artificial state. 

If the disruption is inspired from 
Berlin, it probably marks the opening of 
a new phase of the process of scrambling 
and eventually absorbing the states in 
eentral Europe, of which the annexation 
of Austria and the partial dismember- 
ment of Czechoslovakia were the first 
steps. 


————— 


Peg the Farm Income 

The resolution passed unanimously by 
the provincial legislature differs in two 
important particulars from the plan under 
which the Dominion Government has in 
recent years pegged the price of wheat. 
The resolution proposes a pegged price 
for oats and barley as well as for wheat; 
but that the pegged prices shall apply to 
only a limited amount of either kind of 
grain grown by an individual farmer. The 
prices suggested are a dollar a bushel for 
wheat, 45 cents per bushel for oats and 
65 cents a bushel for barley, basis Van- 
couver. These prices to be paid to a grow- 
er in respect to 2,000 bushels of wheat 
only, or an equivalent amount of the other 
grains. If a farmer grew more, he would 
have to sell in the usual way for what he 
could get. 

What the legislature is aiming at is a 
pegged income for each grain grower, not 
a pegged price for all wheat grown. The 
reasonableness of this should be plain to 
any one who is not a wheat-rancher or 
otherwise disqualified from sensing the 
fact that the country could not, and the 
taxpayers certainly would not, go on in- 
definitely paying a bonus on all the wheat 
that can be grown. Nor is it fair that 
while the wheat-grower is guaranteed, his 
neighbors who grow other kinds of grain 
should have to help pay the wheat bonus 
out of the proceeds of 15 cent oats and 
20 cent barley, as they are now doing. 

A pegged price of one dollar at Van- 


couver up to 2,000 bushels of wheat, or 
the equivalent for other kinds of grain, 
would not make any grain-grower rich. 
But it would provide an assured income 
sufficient to enable every grower who had 
a crop to maintain his family and stay in 
business. And that is as far as the tax- 
payers can go in bonusing grain produc- 
tion in face of a heavy world surplus. 


Shifting North 


The redistribution bill introduced in 
the legislature embodies the plan recom- 
mended by the special committee. This 
proposed that Edmonton and Calgary 
quotas be cut from six members each to 
five, that eleven rural constituencies be 
abolished and seven new ones created. 
The net result to be a reduction of six 
members in the next legislature. 

The broad effect of the plan is to re- 
cognize the shifting of the “weight” of 
population that has taken’ place during 
the terms of the present and the last pre- 
ceding legislature. The central and north- 
ern areas have grown in population, while 
the southern districts have lost, some 
actually and all of them relatively. The 
northern half of the province therefore 
stands to gain representation, while the 
southern half loses, 

This principle the committee did not 
apply to the cities, for while Edmonton 
has grown more rapidly than Calgary and 
is now the more populous, it is also sched- 
uled to lose a member and to have no 
larger representation than Calgary in the 
next house. While the difference in popu- 
lation may not be sufficient to entitle Hd- 
monton to larger representation, the leg- 
islature might very well consider that at 
the present rate of growth the spread will 
be substantial before the term of the next 
legislature expires. It would only be an- 
ticipating the definite prospect tc leave 
Edmonton's quota at the present figure. 

After thirty-three years it should now 
be possible to note without giving offence 
that the redistribution bill vindicates the 
action taken in locating the provincial 
capital at Edmonton. The centre of popu- 
lation is moving steadily northward, and 
it is in the still farther north that devel- 
opment can be more extensive and the 
growth of population greater.

Backed by the Government, British 
banks have contributed half of a £10,-

powers to withhold help from the victim 
of his undeclared war.

Wheat Policy 


(From Hansard) 


Hon. J. G. Gardiner: May I say at this point 
that as far as the government is concerned we do 
not feel that the most important thing to be done 
as a government is to try to see how much wheat 
we can have produced in Canada. Nor do we 
think it is important in itself that we should try 
to have all the cattle produced that can possibly 
be produced in Canada. Nor do we tee) that it 
is important in itself that we should have all the 
dairy products or all the fruit produced in Can- 
ada that it is possible to produce. What we think 
is most important is to put the greatest possible 
number of families in comfortable circumstances 
upon the farm lands of this dominion. Believing 
that, we think that any policy for the marketing 
of farm products should be based upon the idea 
that sufficient returns should come to the in- 
dividual families to make it possible for them 
to maintain themselves with the ordinary com- 
forts and give proper education to their families. 
The objective of this government has been and 
will continue to be to set up as many homes as 
can possibly be maintained on farms in the prairie 
section of western Canada. We believe that to 
do so will assist in solving our labour problem, 
our railway problem and every other national 
problem. 

May I enlarge on that to say that 1 am not at 
all interested in encouraging the production of 
wheat at thirty-five cents a bushel by putting 
into operation as many tractors as can possibly 
be operated on the farm lands of western Can- 
ada. Even if it costs forty cents a bushel or if it 
costs forty-five cents a bushel to grow the same 
amount of wheat, or a less¢r amount, while other 
products are being produced on the same land, 
with five families upon, say two and a half sec- 
tions of land instead of having one family and 
three tractors and two hired men, then I am 
in. favor of the five families. The encourage- 
ment of the placing of more and more families 
upon our land rather than the production of more 
and more wheat from our land will assist in solv- 
ing the labor problem of this country. It will 
assist also in solving our railway problem to have 
as many families as possible maintained in com- 
fort upon these lands. It will assist in solving 
every other national problem which is confront- 
ing the people of Canada at the present time. For 
that reason I believe that any policy which we 
follow should be based upon the idea that we 
want to put families upon the land. To that end 
we have already greatly extended and established 
on a continuing basis the attempt to re-establish 
farmers in the area where wheat is grown for 
export. That is, our whole rehabilitation pro- 
gram, which will again receive consideration 
when our estimates for that purpose come be- 
fore the house, is directed to the end that more 
families may be maintained in the area that has 
been known as the drought area during recent 
years. 

Three years of experience with the Wheat 
Board Act of 1935 has shown that it is legis- 
lation which can only be helpful to deal with a 
marketing emergency, and could not form the 
basis for a permanent system of marketing. The 
present year has shown that it does not pro- 
vide an equitable method of dealing with the 
emergency created through drought and grass- 
hoppers, The minimum price per bushel re- 
Sults in those having most receiving most and 
those having no crop receiving nothing. 

Realizing that the present legislation does 
not offer a solution for our marketing problems 
and does not provide a means of dealing equit- 
ably with the difficulties which stand in the way 
of home building on the prairies, we intend to 
introduce legislation which will carry out as far 
as possible the recommendations of the Turgeon 
commission, which were: 

First, that the government should remain out 
of the grain trade and our wheat should be mar- 
keted by means of the futures market system. 

Second, that the grain exchange should be 
placed under proper supervision. 

Third, that encouragement be given to the 
creation of co-operative marketing associations 
or pools. 

May I repeat that it is our intention to bring 
down legislation which we hope will make ef- 
fective all of those recommendations. In addi- 
tion, we intend to deal by legislation with an- 
other phase of the subject which has not been 
dealt with particularly by the Turgeon commis- 
sion. We intend to introduce a bill to deal with 
emergencies, which legislation we hope will 
make home building on the prairies more secure. 
This bill will be drafted on the principle that as- 
sistance will be given in proportion to need, cal- 
culated on an acreage basis, and so adjusted as 
to encourage home building and maintenance 
rather than increased wheat production.

I should like to make one more observation. 


I-was dealing particularly with wheat and did 
not emphasize other matters having to do with 
the co-operative marketing of other products, but 
we have in mind legislation dealing with that 
as well.

Many a 
farmer has been an abject fellow, a creature of 
adverse circumstances, huddled close to his im- 
pecunious acres and farmstead over these lean 
years, and suggested anything but pulsating, tri- 
umphant figure. 

How different one’s conception of a farmer 
may be, how magnificent a fellow even in spheres 
many may not be given to thinking of in con- 
templating the farm scene, in the light of a piece 
of news from Edmonton about a plain dirt 
farmer being adjudged, and by an expert from 
the heart of such things in England, as the best 
actor in the province of Alberta. This isn’t the 
first time Robert Haskins, 55-year-old farmer of 
three-quarters of a section of land 100 miles 
south of Edmonton, has been pronounced the 
best actor at Alberta drama festivals, He won 
the same award two years ago at Calgary. 

Farmer Robert Haskigs, too, is of the little 
group from the village of Clive, Alberta, that has 
won first place at the Alberta festival of this 
year, and that will now pack their bags for 
eastern Canada for a “crack” at all-Canadian 
honors.

This week, for the first time, an un- 
abridged English translation of Herr Hitler's 
bible “Mein Kampf” is available to readers. It 
never rains but what it pours, as the old proverb 
says. Actually there are two unabridged 
versions available, for two publishers have been 
waging a “Mein Kampf” 
on their own. One is put 
out by the firm of Stack- 
pole Sons; the other by 
Reynal and Hitchcock. Though both ate trans- 
lations of the text of the first Germar. edition, 
which came out in two. parts—the first in 1925, 
the second in 1927—they are not identical in 
text. Reyna] and Hitehcock claim to hold the 
copyright for an English edition. Their trans- 
lators have attempted to convert the book into 
literary English, save where the requirements 
of a perfectly smooth English style threaten the 
exactness of meaning 

The Stackpole firm claims that the book is 
in the public domain—an issue that will prob- 
ably be fought in the laweourts, Their transla- 
tion is by “a scholar and well-known translator 
of many German books, who prefers to remain 
anonymous.” He admits to making no attempt 
to turn the “verbose, repetitive, ungrammatical 
and often unintelligible’ German of the original, 
into literary English. 

Both versions are published at $3, the Stack- 
pole book running to 669 pages and the Reynal 
and Hitchcock book to 994 pages. The latter is 
equipped with an elaborate set of annotations 
and comments, to explain allusions in the text 
and to refute certain so-called “unhistorical 
assertions.”

Nora Waln in her “Reaching for the Stars,” 
tells of being asked in the Belgian town of Spa, 
nearly five years ago while en route to Germany, 
whether she had read “Mein Kampf.” Yes, she 
replied, she had read the unabridged English 

version. 


READ IT— “That tells you nothing,” 
AND MARVEL the questioner replied im- 
patiently. “The vital parts 


are left out. He has forbidden foreign circulation 
of the book jn full.” 

Five years have passed since then. There 
are probably few of the forbidden passages that 
have not found their way to the moderately 
well-informed reader. Yet this unabridged ver- 
sion, two or three times the length of the 
previous versions obtainable in English, with 
all its repetitions, its hate, its praise of “barbaric 
ruthlessness” and its scorn of “nauseating hu- 
mane morality” will be interesting for the light 
it throws on Hitler's warped mental processes. 

The first part written, like Bunyan’s “Pil- 
gtim’s Progress,” while the author was in jail— 
Hitler was a sort of guest-prisoner in the fortress 
of Landsberg am Lech after the ignominious 
Putsch in Munich—its rhapsodies failed at first 
to move the German mind. It took a popular 
edition at 8 marks to make it sell. Now it is 
Holy Writ in Germany—the Gospels, the Revela- 
tion and the Apochypha of Nazism in one. Every 
German family is expected to have one. They 
are awarded as school prizes and made gifts to 
bridal couples. Outside of Germany “Mein 
Kampf” will be read with amazement that the 
eredulity and emotion of the masses of a great 
nation could be stirred and ruled by it.

What difference did it 
make to him if he caused trouble 
for others so Jong as he could make 
a living? To get the trade he did as 
many others do, cut the price and 
being that the price was as low as 
possible he soon went broke. This 
SaMe action takes place thousands 
of times with the same results due 
to no other reason than they are not 
following nature's Jaws. 

To become angry and wish others 
who may have done you a wrong, 
some ill, will bring upon one’s head 
much grief. Nothing is ever gained 
by becoming mad and trying to 
settle some difference by fighting. 
This method shows a great lack of 
intelligence because in the first 
place fighting does not make 
friends, In the second place to be- 
come angry actually causes an up- 
set condition within, that produres 
a rank poison that harms a person. 
Another law we disregard is to do 
onto others as you would have them 
to unto you. If we had followed this 
law we would not have our rich 
and our poor, We would have seen

As a matter of fact it was many 
years later, 1870, before the last 
British troops left Canada, but 
from 1851 until 1861 there was a 
diminution of the number of regue 
lars in Canada, until 1861 when, as 
a result of the excitment over the 
Trent affair, three thousand troops 
were sent here, and the country 
was in a state of apprehension of 
conflict with the States for some 
months, There after the regulars 
were returned to England and 
other garrison points and Canada 
was left to her own militia save 
for a small force at Halifax end at 
Esquimalt, B.C., which were taken 
over by the Dominion in 1903.

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MACDONALD IS

TORONTO, March 14—John V. 
McDermott, eye-witness to the mur- 
der of James Windsor last Jan 7, 
testified in police court Monday 
Donald (Mickey) MacDonald, 31, 
was the gunman who discharged a 
revolver bullet into Windsor’s stom- 
ach and then kicked him as he lay 
dying. 

Testimony of MeDermott, brother- 
in-law of the slain bookmaker, was 
given during preliminary hearing 
of Donald MacDonald and his 19- 
year-old brother, Alexander, on 
charges of murder. 

McDermott said the MacDonalds 
were two of three men who broke 
into Windsor’s north Toronto home 
on the night of Jan. 7 and shot the 
47-year-old bookmaker when Wind- 
sor said: “‘All right, don't get tough 
about it.” The witness described 
Donald MacDonald as a “tall gun- 
man.” 

McDermott said after Windsor 
was shot he staggered about the 
room, his hands in the air, then fell 
down and “this tall gunman” kicked 
him. 


Ukraine Folk

Favor Of Stalin| 


MOSCOW, March 14—The 18th 
congress of the Communist party of 
the Soviet Union was told yester- 
day “All Fascist aggressors will 


break their heads” against an “un- 
precedented unity” of the people in 
the Ukraine, 

The speaker was Nikitta Khrusch- 
off, an alternate member of the 
political bureau of the central com- 
mittee and secretary of the central 
committee of the Communist party 
in the Ukraine. “We have in the 
Ukraine,” he said, “an unprecedent- 
ed unity of the people around the 
party and around Stalin. The Union 
between the Ukrainian people and 
the great Russian people is mighty 
and invincible.”

Lack of appetite is a frequent | 
finding in many ecute cases going 
by the name of “indigestion.” It is 
also capable of accompanying 
many acute diseases such as colds, 
influenza, measles, and so on. It 
may appear in chronic heart dis- 
ease, kidney disease or liver dis- 
ease, Or, it may develop in those 
who are unduly worried or nerv- 
ous, without any apparent physical 
cause. 

Sometimes lack of appetite is 
merely a sign of overeating, or of 
careless eating. It may be induced 
by an approaching attack of 80- 
called “biliousness.” 

When you have no desire for 
food, the safest plan is to skip 
a few meals. This may straighten 
you out, if the cause is eating un- 
wisely. If, on the other hand, the 
cause is a coming illness, the 
omission of food for a day or two 
will generally provide enough time 
for the illness to develop suffic- 
iently to be recognized. 

Some patients complain chiefly of 
too much appetite—saying they are 
hungry between, meals, or that the 
stomach has a gnawing sensation. 
The usual cause is too much acid 
in the stomach, The taking of food, 
or the drinking of water freely 
will relieve this burning by giving 
the acid something to work upon, 

Sometimes perversions of ap- 
petite are noted and the patient 
may develop a great craving for 
lead pencils, plaster off the walls, 
dirt, or some other substance 
These peculiar appetites are found 
under various conditions. They 
may be due to lack of food miner- 
als, or they may be the result of 
anemia. They ere occasionally ex- 
perienced by the expectant mother, 

Vomiting is a symptom which is 
hard to evaluate because it may 
come from so many different 
causes. It may be due to overeating, 
to biliousness, to an upset gall blad- 
der, or even to simple nervous- 
ness. It is also seen in ulcer of the 
stomach and in colitis. In a few 
cases it may be the result of heart 
trouble, Although vomiting may be 
produced by troubles within the 
stomach itself, it is also produced 
by troubles outside of this organ; 
and a very careful examination 
may be required in order to find 
the cause in any given case, 

Tomorrow's article will deal with 
pain in the stomach, nausea and 
excessive gas.

Conference of the Alberta Co- 
operative Wholesale Association 
Tuesday morning at the Macdonald 
hotel was urged by J. E. Brownlee, 
K€., to file a protest against what 
he termed an “arbitrary and rigid) 
ruling’ by department officials at 
Ottawa concerning tax exempiions, 
for co-operatives. | 

Discussing the problem of Domin- | 
fon taxation of co-operatives, Mr. 
Brownlee said he thought a “solicit- 
or’ in a department at Ottawa had) 
no power to frame such regulations, 
concerning the amount of business 
to be done with non-members of the 
co-operatives. 

He believed that all members of 
the conference should “protest 
against and contest the ruling to 
the utmost of their ability.” 


Turning to a discussion of the as- 
sessment regulations passed by the 
federal government under which co- 
operatives can be taxed for earnings 
of many years back, Mr. Brownlee 
submitted that a protest should be 
entered against “the general prin- 
ciple of such a policy.” 

He said that any “alert adminis- 
tration” should have known that co- 
operative organizations were in ex- 
istence in Alberta and taken action 
years ago, instead of now putting 
these concerns to the trouble of 
preparing statements for assessment 
as far back as 1932 and 1930, when 
in many cases the materials for such 
a statement no longer exist,

World. Famed ‘Cellist! 


Gives First Concert In 
Edmonton 


Prominent member of the first 
flight of world super-cellists and 
with a high standing as a com- 
poser and transcriber of works 
for his favorite instrument, Gas- 
Par Cassado, famous Spanish vir- 
tuoso, made his Edmonton debut 
at the Empire theatre Monday, as 
the fifth and concluding concert 
in the current season's Celebrity 
Series sponsored by the Women's 
Musical club. 


Opening last fall with a vocal re- 
¢cital by John Charles Thomas, Met- 
ropolitan Opera Association bari- 
tone, the series was congluded bril- 
liantly, memorably, artistically, by 
Cassado, 

And while this was his first ap- 
pearance here, his coming .was 
awaited with interest, many music- 
lovers remembering that concert in 
1936 when he was heard on a Sun- 
day broadcast playing with ihe New 
York Philharmonic Symphony or- 
chestra. 


DYNAMIC ARTIST 


When one thinks of this dynamic 
artist, one thinks of the giants 
#mong performers on the cello of 
all time and place him alongside 
Joseph Holiman, Victor Herbert, 
Pablo Casals and a few, very few, 
others who stand out as first flight 
performers on this instrument. 

There is virtuosiiy in his playing. 
Technical difficulties simply do not 
exist. So stupendous is his command 
of technical resources that even the 
most florid, most exacting, most for- 
bidding passages, appear easy under 
his magnificent fingering and supey- 
lative bowing. Such a scintillating, 
glittering, amazing display of tech- 
nical. development seldom indeed 
has been witnessed. Truly he is a 
“wizard” of the cello. 


TECHNIQUE 


In the happy, enviable position 
where mere technical pitfalls can be 
discounted as being non-existent, 
Cassado proves that valuable and 
essential as is a highly-developed 
technique, it in itself is merely the 
means to an end, 

Able to concentrate on interpreta- 
tion, Cassado, through his magnifi- 
cent technique, is able to devote 
himself to sheer artistry. Style 
there is present in his playing to a 
remarkable degree, a style pure, 
crystalline clear and polished,-re- 
vealing a true, sincere artist. There 
is present at all times in his playing, 
an authority, a compelling force that 
impells one to the irresistible con- 
clusion that in truth here is an artist 
that knows and knows well the 
music which he plays. 

Cassado is singularly fortunate in 
his tone, which is of the kind that 
lingers long in the memory, as do I! 
things of beauty. 


PURE TONE 

The tone is pure and true, there 
being no suspicion of the intrusion 
of any foreign element, such as 
questionable pitch. Clerity there is 
at all times. With it is a smooth, 
sweet quality, usually described as 
velvety. In the middle register of 
the ’cello this takes on a caressing 
sweetness not soon to be forgotten. 

But, when brilliance is required 
there is a dazzling, vital, vigorous 
tone that cannot be denied. 

There is about his playing an un- 
bounded enthusiasm and tremen- 
dous energy. He spares himself not 
a bit and at all times he appears 
to thoroughly enjoy himself and to 
give unstintingly, unsparingly of 
both energy and artistry to pro- 
duce the best possible artistic per- 
formance. 


PROGRAM FORMIDABLE 

The program was formidable and 
contained a variety of material, 
giving the soloist ample opportun- 
ity to display the many phases of 
his artistry and command of the 
instrument, 

Opening with Becthoven’s Son- 
ata in F, opus 7, he immediately 
established himself as a titan. 
The various movements afforded 
him the opportunity of showing 
the multi-colored musical pa'ette 
of which he is the happy pds- 
sessor. 

Lalo’s Concerto Espagnol was @ 
treat of the first magnitude. Here 
was a performance of surpassing 
loveliness, with the tone quality 
standing forth with special beauty. 
Difficult and yet popular, it made 
many new friends in the unfamil- 
iar, yet welcome guise in which it 
was brought forth by Cassado. 

Locatelli’s Sonata was another 


masterwork of the concert, the 
soloist rising to great heights in a 
work difficult, abounding in 
changes of mood and intrinsically 


highly merjtorious. 


OWN COMPOSITION 

The ingratiating Andalusia of 
Grandos; the Tondilla of Laserna 
and the soloist's own volatile, 
sweeping, Dance du Disable Vert 
concluded a program of a masterly 
nature both as to content and per- 
formance. 

Cassado was given a tremendous 
ovation, returning time and again to 
acknowledge the applause and giv- 
ing several encores, including 
Ponce’s Estdellita; Paderewski's 
Minuet; Popper's Gavotte; Rimsky- 
Korsakov's Flight of the Bumble 
Bee and Strauss’ Beautiful Blue 
Danube. 

Thus did Gaspar Cassado, execut- 
ant, composer, transcriber and el 
uine artist win for himself a hast 
of friends, He takes away with him 
the best wishes of all and he may 
rest assured. that when, on Sunday, 
March 26, he appears as soloist with 
the unexcelled New York Philhar- 
monic Symphony Orchestra under 
the baton of the brilliant conductor, 
John Barbirolli that many of his 
friends here will be listening in 

Hans Horowitz, at the piano, gave 
splendid, sympathetic support, full 
of understanding and always art- 
istic.-J, O.
